The Inquest on Mrs. Calzada’s 
Murder. 


The Neighbors Who Saw the Awful 
Crime Testify. 


Burglars Drill a Safe, but Are Scared 
Away Empty-Fisted. 


Sneak-Thieves Get in Their Work on a House 
Whose Oceapants Are at Santa Monica— 
More Lots Donated to the Grand 
Army, Etc., Ete. 


A large number of men and women— 
principally Mexicans—visited the under- 
taking rooms of Orr & Suteh yesterday, to 
view the ghastly remains of Mrs. Calzada, 
the woman shot by her husband Tuesday 
afternoon. In addition to the wounds in- 
flicted by the piste! bullets, the marks of the 
surgeon’s knife and probes served to pre- 
sent such a spectacle as would satisfy the 
most morbid curiosity. 

An inquest was held yesterday morning 
by Coroner Meredith. The testimony did 
not disclose any additional facts to those 
given in yesterday’s Times. In fact, little 
if any was needed to satisfy the jury of the 
manner in which the deceased came to her 
death. Below is presented the most im- 
portant points as given by the several wit- 
nesses, with a full report of the, testi- 
mony of Dr. MacGowan, the surgeon man 
ing the post-mortem examination, 

CATARINO URIAS, 
sworn: I live on Jefferson street. Lama 
laboring man. I know the deceased. I 
was working at my house about half-past 
8 Tuesday afternoon, when Francisco 

Calzada came to her house, N as she was 
coming out. They met in the yard. I was 
eee at him as he came up, and did not 
know him at first. He said, „ have come 
here to see my children,“ and the deceased 
beckoned to one of the children, who came 
and went to her father, who picked her up 
and kissed her. I heard him 1 to her. do 
vou want to go with me.“ After he had 
taken the child in his arms, I turned to my 
work, when I heard a shot. I was distant 
about one hundred feet. I looked around 
and saw the woman lying on her face, and 
the prisoner standing over her and shoot- 
ing her. I do not know exactly how many 
shots were fired. I heard four or five shots, 
more or less. I called to him and ran to- 
ward him. I asked are you doing?“ 
To which he made no reply, but walked out 
of the yard. After going outof the yard Cal- 
zada came back and cocked his six-shooter 
and came toward me. I jumped over the 
zanja, when he fired another shot at the 
woman. Then he took up the little girl and 
walked toward the store of M. Bellue. 1 
followed hiin, and called to some men at the 
store to stop him. They stopped him, and I 
came f. took his pistol, which I gave to 
Mr: Bellue, and tied his hands, No, I do 
not think he was under the influence of 
liquor. He said he had done it on account 
of his children. 

CAPT. F. w. TYLER 

sworn: Ireside in East Los Angeles. I 
am a police officer. Tuesday evening when 
I went on duty at the station I was told that 
Franciseo Calzada was locked up, charged 
with killing his wife. I examined the 
wisoner, and asked if he had shot his wife. 
le said: “Yes; I did it to keep my chil- 
dren from being brought up as prostitutes.” 

The rest of the Captain’s testimony was 
substantially the same as that published in 
Tun Times yesterday, in the account of the 


killing. 
M. BELLUE 


sworn: I reside on the corner of Jefferson 
and Alameda streets. I keep a grocery and 
saloon. I did not know the deceased. 1 
did not see the shooting. I saw the pris- 
oner after the shooting, when he came to 
the front of my store. He had the voungest 
child in his arms. I caught him, as Catarino 
Urias said he had shot his wife. My store 
is about. 500 feet from the scene of the 
shooting. I know the man Romero. He 
lived in the same house with the deceased. 

The revolver was here shown and the wit- 
ness stated it looked like the one taken 
from Calzada. 

Catarino Urias, recalled and shown re- 
volver, sgid he thought it was the one he 
took from Calzada. 

ISABEL CALZADA, 
aged 11 years, stated that she saw her 
father have her sister in his arms, and her 
mother tried tö take her away, when her 
father shot her. She fell on her hands and 
knees, when he shot her again in the back. 
I was yery near by at the time, standing on 
the bridge across the zanja. My father has 
not lived with my mother for about two 
years. Nobody lived with my mother. | 
slept with her. Romero was boarding there, 
and paid Aa week. He slept in the house, 
in a seperate bed. There are two rooms in 
the house. No; my mother did not sleep in 
the same room with Romero, The door 
was always locked between the roots 
when we went to 
JESUS ROMERO 
sworn: [reside on Jefferson street. Lam 
a laborer. I was at a saloon at the time the 
deceased was shot. I did not live with her. 
I boarded at her house. No, I did not see 
the shooting. I did not see Calzada until 
he was tied at Bellue’s store. I had not 
seen him for some time and did not know 
him. I heard the shots and went outside 
with the others in the place and saw Cal- 
zada coming with the little girl. The wit- 
ness here flatly contradicted his statement 
first made that he did not see the prisoner 
until he was tied. After some difticulty in 
explaining the question he finally testitied 
that he first saw him coming toward the 
saloon with the little girl in his arms, 
RITA QUINTANA 

sworn: I reside on Jefferson street. [Lam 
unmarried. I knew the deceased, als} the 
prisoner. I saw Calzada fire the first shot. 
I was in the yard. As soon as he fired I ran 
towards them. Yes, I heard them talking. 
He asked her to come and live with him. 
She refused because he had lefther. He 
then took up the little girl and when de- 
ceased attempted to take her away he put 
the child down and Mrs. Calzada ran to- 


wards the house, when he shot her in the 


back. She fell and he walked up, shook 
her and said, Are you still alive,“ and shot 
her again four times. He said, speaking to 
the deceased: “Now you are’ well killed 
and 1 am glad.“ then stepped up and 
asked what he wasdoing. He did not re- 
ply and walked out of the yard. J saw her 
clothes on fire and put it out. Ido not

A wound directly 
over ¢ e eighth rib, on the left side, three- 
quarters of an inch from the meridian line 
of the sternum, one inch long and three- 
eighths of an inch wide. A wound convex 
in character upon the inner surface of the 
right thigh, about eight inches from the 
spine of the pubes and five inches from the 
knee. The edges of the wounds upon the 
temple and the wounds situated upon the 
right and left shoulders are burned, and 
around the two latter there are blisters, the 
result of burns. 

Upon examination 1 find that the ball 
entered beneath the right scapula, fractured 
the eighth rib just in front of its angle, 
entered the chest cavity, penetrated the 
lower lobe of the right lung, passad through 
the abdominal cavity without injuring the 
contents, entered the psoas muscle and 
emerged upon the thigh above the right 
knee. The ball entering beneath the left 
scapula fractured the body of the bone, 
entered the chest cavity in the fifth inter- 
coated space, about seven inches from the 
sternum, passing through the 1 and 
lower lobes of the left ung at 
their junction, entered the back of the 
32338 opened the heart at its apex 

ragged wound two inches long, open- 
ihe both ventricles of the heart. These 
passed through the anterior portion of the 
pericardium, making its exit by the wound 
described upon the left side of the chest in 
the fifth intercostal space, two inches from 
the sternum. The ball entering one-half 
inch to the right of fifth dorsal vertebrae 
communicates directly with the chest cav- 
ity, fracturing the eighth dorsal vertebra, 
passing directly through the middle lobe of 
the right lung and out through the third 
right intercostal space, carrying fragments 
of the fractured vertebrae with it, making 
its exit from the body by the wound de 
scribed as being upon the right anterior 
portion of the chest. The wound upon the 
t isnot to be regarded as necessarily 
fatal, but either of the others is suflicient to 
have caused death. 

This closed the evidence, and the jury re- 
tired, but only for a few minutes, when 
they brought in the following verdict: That 
the deceased came te her death from the 
result of pistol-shot wounds, inflicted by her 
husband, Franciseo Calzada, with intent to 
commit murder.

The Mormons voted most 
unanimously for the anti-polygamy State 
Constitution, while the Gentiles refrained 


from voting on the proposition. The Gen- 
tiles are jubilant over the development of 
so much unexpected strength, and talk now 
of the probability of carrying the Salt Lake 
municipal election next winter.

The Maxwell Land 
Grant Company has submitted to the settlers 
on that grant, who are nearly all cattle- 
owners, a proposition to buy them out, in 
the form of an agreement between the com- 
pany and settlers, which is being numer- 
ously signed and promises to solve the diffi- 
culty now existing.

Two Executions Set for Next Month 
Murder at the County Jail— 
An Overland Cycler 
Arrives,

SAN FrANctIsco, August 3.— [By the As- 
sociated Press.] Judge Wilson this morn- 
ing fixed September 23d as the date for the 
execution of John Kernaghan, the murderer 
of his sister-in-in-law, Martha A. Hood, in 
whose case the court recently affirmed the 
order denying a new trial. The execution 
of Lee Sare Bo, who was convicted of the 
murder of a fellow Chinaman was fixed for 
September 30th. 

MURDER IN THE COUNTY JAIL. 

George H. Marshall, a prisoner in the 
County Jail, was stabbed and killed by his 
cell mate, a Greek named Nicolo Paroliedo, 
shortly before 12 o’clock last night. The 
chief jailer was attracted by the groans of 
the wounded man as he lay on the floor 
bleeding from a number of wounds, but was 
prevented from entering, owing to the 
presence of the Greek, who threatened him 
with death. Other jail officers appeared, 
all of whom were prevented from entering 
the cell 1 fear, and in the meantime 
Marshall died. The Greek kept the officials 
at bay for two hours, but at 1 o’clock this 
morning the cell was opened and the men 
entered. When the Greek made a rush at 
them, one of the deputies fired, the bullet 
entering the Greek’s right hip joint. Mar- 
shall was cut in a dozen different places, 
any one of the wounds being sufficient to 
insure his death. The Greek makes a plea 
that Marshall had threatened to kill him. 

From letters found on the victim of Nicolo 
Pavolieldo it is learned that his real name 
was Henry V. Demott, and that he was the 
son of wealthy and respectable parents who 
reside at Clifton, Passaic county, N. J. He 
assumed the name of George H. Marshall to 
hide his identity from the world.

| SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 3.—[Special.] San 
Francisco has fallen in line with Chicago. 
The wheat bulls are under and the ‘bears 
are on top. The collapse was not unex- 
pected and caused no surprise. For a short 
time after the announcement that the bulls 
had capitulated and asked for time a panic 
was feared, but a firmer and more confident 
feeling engendered when the exact terms 
of the surrender offered by the bulls became 
known. When later it was announced 
that the bears had accepted the terms, all 
danger ot a panic in wheat and the finan- 
cial market Vanished. The defeat of the 
bulls had long been foreseen by those who 
watched the crop prospects closely during 
the past two months. The manapulators 
made two egregious errors. First their 
calculation of the carry-over stock of the old 
<rop was too low; second, their estimate of 
the new crop was much lower than it will 
turn out to be. The balance of the old crop 
and the new crop is nearly a quarter of a 
million tons greater than the bulls estimat- 
ed. This is the rock on which they went 
to pieces. They thought they had cornered 
all the wheat. both old and new, in the 
State, but the bears were very careful to 
see that the returns made were such as 
would deceive the bulls as to the actual 
Quantity. It is now known that the esti- 
mates made for the new crop were much 
lower than the facts and California is full 
of it.” 


CAUSE OF THE COLLAPSE. 

The immediate cause of the collapse was 
large tenders of wheat made by the bears 
and inability of the bulls to raise additional 
funds. The banks had all refused to loan 
any more money on wheat as collateral and 
the margins obtained from the shorts were 
barely sufficient to tide the bulls over the 
trouble. Within the last few days nearly 
100,000 tons of wheat had been hurled at 
them, until, at last from sheer despair, they 
were forced to cry “‘peccavi’’ The quantity 
of wheat which the bulls are carrying is, ac- 
cording to estimates furnished, 560,000 tons 
and which cost them all the way from $1.60 
to $2.15 per cental. This immense quantity 
is composed of 215,000 tons afloat and in 
warehouses and 145,000 tons contracted for 
in the State. Over $19,000,000 has been 
locked up in this deal. The actual value of 
wheat today in the State based on the quan- 
tity of old and new crops is not more than 
$1.30 per cental.

William Dresbach, president of the Pro- 
duce Exchange, and John Rosenfeld, the 
well known shipper, are believed to be 
among the heaviest losers. How much they 
will individually lose cannot yet be deter- 
mined, as it is generally supposed both of 
them were operating largely on account of 
others. It is stated that at the first session 
ot the Produce Exchange the names of their 
constituents will be demanded. Several 
prominent grain speculators in the interior 
of the State are known to be heavy losers, 
as they had faith in the ability of the bulls 
to carry wheat to a successful corner. A. 
Goodyear, of Yolo county, loses $60,000, and 
others in the large wheat counties from 
$5000 to $40,000. No failures have resulted 
except of some small speculators, which 
will have no effect on the market, and no 
serious embarrassments are expected. A 
great many wild and reckless rumors were 
flying about today regarding the Nevada 
Bank, all of which are absolutely baseless, 
The Nevada Bank is in no way whatever in- 
terested in this deal. It has advanced 
money and a large amount of it, on wheat, 
but it holds for such advances solid 
collateral in the shape of warehouse grain 
receipts, and in this connection it is well 
known by those that know anything at all 
of these transactions that the advances 
were made on the basis of the Liverpool 
prices and not on the inflated rates ruling 
in San Francisco. The Nevada Bank does 
not stand to lose one cent. 

A BANKER’S STATEMENT. 

To your correspondent, G. L. Brader, 
vice-president and manager of the Nevada 
Bank, made the following statement: I 
know that rumors are being circulated that 
the Nevada Bank is involved in this deal, 

_ but there is no truth in any of them. We 
have loaned money on wheat as security, 
but otherwise we are not interested. Money 
is easy with us, as I may add, it is with other 
banks. I donot believe that any danger of 
a money stringency exists, and don't 
anticipate that any one will be hurt, ex- 
cept, perhaps, the principals in this bull 
movement.

A Dramatic Episode in the 
Boodiers’ Trial. 


One of the Defendants Assails the 
State’s Attorney. 


The Judge Also Made the Object of 
Vile Language.

Rumors That the Supreme Court of Illinois Has 
Decided to Refuse a New Trial to the Con- 
demned Anarchists — The Pur- 
suit of McGarizle.

CHicaco, Aug. 3.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The defense in the boodle trial 
rested their case this morning, and ad- 
dresses to the jury were begun. The first 
address was made by Assistant State’s At- 
torney Walker. It was a terrific excoria- 
tion of the defendants, particularly Com- 
missioner Wrenn. As Walker went on 
with his denunciation of Wrenn, the face 
of the huge defendant grew pale with 
anger and passion. Finally, referring to 
the forgery of H. C. Walker’s name to an 
order, Walker pointed to Wrenmm and said: 
“When Wrenn denied his own writing in 
court he made himself a perjurer in addi- 
tion to his other faults. : 

At this Wrenn lost control of himself, 
and, jumping to his feet, velled: “You're 
a liar.“ 

Instantly all was commotion. Walker's 
face turned crimson, and his eyes snapped 
as he said: ‘Yes, i repeat it, Dan Wrenn, 
you're a perjurer.“ 

„Vou're a liar,“ you're a liar,“ yelled 
Wrenn, as with clenched hands he advanced 
on the State’s Attorney. But now it was 
the Court’s turn. “Cease, this moment,” 
cried the Judge, as he wrapped vigorously 
on his desk. When Wrenn repeated his in- 
sulting remarks, tbe Judge became pale. 

“Don’t let me hear another word out of 
your month, Wrena,” commanded he, and 
two burly bailiffs forced the turbulent de- 
fendant into his chair.

Rumor That a New Trial Will Be 
Denied the Condemned. 
CMcAdo, Aug. 3.—[By the Associated 
Press.] A Peoria paper this afternoon 
printed the following special from Gales- 
burg, III.: Justice Craig, of the IIlIinois 
Supreme Court, who is now spending a few 
weeks at the seashore in Maine, is reported 
on good authortity to have dropped, prior

I know 
nothing of Judge Craig’s utterances, but, 
from what I know of him, should be strongly 
inclined to doubt his having made such a 
statement.“ State’s Attorney Grinnell and 
Capt. William P. Black, of the Anarchist’s 
counsel, knew nothing of the matter and 
placed no faith in it. |

DR. STEPHEN BOWEKS ON “TRE 
 OOSMOGONY OF MOSES.” 


The Interesting and Scholarly Lect- 
ure Delivered at Long Beach by 
the Hditor of the “Ventura Free 
Press.” 


The large Tabernacle was filled to 
overflowing Sunday night to hear this 
lecture. The congregation listened 
attentively throughout, though the 
speaker was suffering from sore throat. 

The speaker said we had, in his judg- 
ment, the clearest evidence that in the 
beginning, and probably up to the 
time of the Noachian deluge, the earth 
was surrounded by rings of aqueous 
vapors commingling with much of the 
matter now composing its crust, and 
that this was the source from which 
the great deluges of the past visited 
our earth, and wrought the t 
chan on its surface that have been 
usually attributed to oceanic inunda- 
tions. These rings contained the car- 
bon and other other mineral substances 
now found upon the face of the globe. 

Many declarations found in the first 
chapters of Genesis can only be ex- 

lained on this theory. When the He- 
rew histerian- informs us that God 
made the firmament or rial expanse to 
divide the waters which were under the 
firmament from those above the firma- 
ment he indicates that he knew there 
were two bodies of water, one above 
the earth and the other above the sky. 
It is clear that this upper fund of water 
revolved around the earth, otherwise it 
would have fallen to the surface. As 
time went by and the rotary motion of 
the earth became slower these aqueous 
rings came nearest to the earth and fell 
in, engulfing floods upon its surface. 
Moses says the atmosphere became an 
expanse between two bodies of water. 
“This upper deep,“ says Prof. Vail, 
hid the sun, but revealed His light by 
the laws of universal diffusion among 
the vapors. Thus we have light of the 
same character as that now found upon 
our earth by the direct rays of the sun. 
Humboldt, Wagner and other scientists 
have tried to account for this on the 
ground of the self-huminosity of the 
earth, referring to the aurora of the 
north as the last lingering memorial of 
the world before the fourth day. But 
this is by no means conclusive or satis- 


In the belts of Jupiter and Saturn we 
have at the present time conditions 
similar to those which existed in the early 


ages of our earth. Moses is very particu- 


lar to speak of this, which doubtless is 
shown in glaciers from the polar regions, 
which were the first to be cleared of the 
vapors. This theory, and this only, 
gives a satisfactory explanation of the 
glacial period which took place before 
the Noachian deluge. 

Science claims a long fore-human 
period before the earth was fitted for 
vegetable or animal life. Reference is 
made to the slow process by which 
Niagara has made its way for six or 
seven miles through sandstone and 
limestone 200 to 300 feet deep; to the 
Niagara plateau; to the Cafion of the 
Colorado, etc. It must have taken 
millions of years to excavate the latter, 
as it bears evidence of having been ex- 
cavated by the action of water. And 
still further back, science claims un- 
remembered ages of Azoic times; there 
is no discrepancy in this and the record 
of Moses. Moses informs us that God 
created the heaven and the earth at an 
indefinite period in the past. The 
Hebrew word takes in time indefinite, 
and may include millions of years as 
easily as thousands. The statement is 
not contrary to science, which alleges 
the earth to have been created myriads 
of years before man was created. 

es’s words leave the when of crea- 
tion entirely undefined. 

Science claims that stars were cre- 
ated ages before the earth was inhab- 
ited by man. Less than half a century 
since an astronomer began a series of 
measures for getting the exact distance 
of the stars. After years of labor he 
succeeded in obtaining a 8 He 
showed that it would take about ten 
years for light to reach our earth from 
the nearest fixed star. In the Milky 
Way there are stars or suns whose 
light would require 120,000 years to 
reach, and far beyond the Great Arch- 
itect has planted worlds in His infinity 
of space, whose light would. require 
5,000,000 years to span the abyss. But 
these figures do not antagonize the ac- 
count given us by Moses. He says: 
In the beginning God created the 
heavens and the earth.“ He nowhere 
tells us how old the earth is, nor does 
the Bible contend for a definite age. 
The millions of ages that may have 
rolled away into the dim distance of the 
past since that beginning is known only 
to Him who counts the grains of sand 
on the ebbing shore. 

The speaker contended that the first 
chapter of the Bible, and a portion of 
the second, must be regarded as a 

Im or sacred hymn. It is divided 
into strophes or stanzas descriptive of 
the work of the six creative days. and 
that the hymn has no reference to 
God’s work could not be 
measured by time, and time-measure 
did not exist before the creation. The 
narrative itself is symbolical. 


Science claims that the heavenly. 


bodies were evolved from nebula, a 
fiery mist once filling the expanse of 
nature. This nebula was condensed. 
into heaps, and being set in motion, 
threw off rings which became planets, 
and then threw off other rings which 
became satellites, and the whole con- 
densing under the universal law of 
1 gave us our solar system. 

his theory accounts for certain phe- 
nomena better than any other. God 
called into existence the material of 
which this earth is even formed in the 
1 Was it more diflicult to 
call into existence in the form of nebula 
than to create earth and stones and 
water as we now see them? If it began 
as nebula was it less divine than if 

an in some other way? The speaker 
Son showed that this was first answer- 
ed by Moses when he said, ‘the world 
was witkout form and void.“ and that 
if Moses erred he has with him all who 
accept the nebular theory. 

Science claims there was a time when 
the earth was not 2 upon the 
sun for heat. Geology finds fossil 

lants and animals in every portion of 
the globe, species of which can now be 
found only in tropical climates. Moses 
informs us that the earth at one time 
was in a formless state—it was unfin- 
ished—and that from the beginning to 
the fourth day’s work it existed with- 
out the sun becoming its source of heat. 
During that period there could have 
been no climatic differences, as climate 
depends on the position of the earth to 
the sun. This is easily explained by 
the annular theory, which, in fact, ex- 
plain in a most satisfactory manner the 
whole of the Mosaic cosmogony. 

Prof. Huxley says that the order of 
creation is the crucial test. In other 
days it was contended that Moses’s 
account contained an error in placing 
the beginning of creation on the third 
day, and the beginning of the sun, the 
common source of light, on the fourth 
day. But modern science has removed 

this objection and declares the order

v. Had an imposter fabricated 
is account he would have placed the 
beginning of life after the sun was con- 
tributed or set to give life upon the 
the most enlightened science declares 
it ought to be—a fact in the Mosaic 
record that even Mr. Huxley admits to 
be true. 

Science claims creation as a gradual 
work. It asserts that the expanse of 
nature was and is filled with nebula, 
which gradually condensed under the 
law of gravitation. Then the earth 
was liquid with intense heat, sur- 
rounded by an atmosphere containing 
the disassociated elements of future 
waters, minerals and anything eise 
that heat could reduce to a state of 
vapor. The cooling process went for- 
ward through the ages until the exte- 
rior of the earth was covered witha 
hardened crust; the vapors condensed 
and fell to the earth; continents and 
the ‘principal ranges of mountains 
were formed. Then the lower orders 
of plants and animals were introduced. 
After this came the age of inverte- 
brates—miherals, fishes, reptiles, etc., 
and lastly man. 

Science claims that animal life began 
with the lowest orders and came up 
through the ages gradually to a higher 
and still higher erder of life, or, in 
other words, that each succeeding age 
produced a higher type of life until the 
earth was fitted for man. The Bible 
informs us that it has pleased God to 
work on a gradual scale. <As He re- 
veals Himself to us in the Book of 
Nature and the Book of Revelation. 
He is never in a hurry. Moses de- 
scribes the process of creation as grad- 
ual. First, the creation of the heaven 
and the earth. Next came fishes, then, 
fowls, after which came land animals 
and finally man. | 

Thus we have the findings of science, 
and the students of the world’s his- 
torian. Between the two there is per- 
fect accord. Moses makes no state- 
ment that science contradicts. Then 
one of the two statements is true: 
Either Moses was so thoroughly versed 
in science that he was not liable to 
make the slightest error, or, on the 
other hand, God inspired him to write 
this cosmogony. That the shepherd 
of Hurdes was not versed in. the 
sciences as understood in our day, we 
have reason to believe. Then his in- 
struction came from God, and if his 
account of creation with this bear the 
most crucial tests of science, then our 
faith in the Bible is strengthened.”’ 

The speaker closed with an eloquent 
peroration on the Bible. 


JAKE PEKCORA IN TOWN. 


Brief History of the Founder of a 
Private Graveyard in Joplin, Mo. 
[Kansas City Star.] 

Jake Pecora was met at the Union 
depot by a Star reporter this morning. 
He was en route to California. Jake is 
well known to the sporting fraternit 
of the country. Although he is mild- 
mannered when things come his 
Way, he is a terror“ when aroused. 
He is slightly below medium height, 
thick set, with dark hair and eyes. He 
1 gg 35 years of age and a native of 

aly. 

At the age of 6 years Pecora came to 
America with his parents, and started 
in life as an itinerant musician or 
strolling violinist. In 1875 he went to 
Joplin, Mo., where he continued to re- 
side for eight years, during which time 
he was engaged in running a variety 
theater. Joplin is a mining town and 
bears a reputation for ‘‘toughness”’ un- 
equaled by any place of twice its size 
in the State. Jake soon realized the 
fact that he must either get out of the 
town or be carried out in a wooden 
box; or else bring the existence of the 
others to a sudden termination. He 
chose to remain, and when he finally 
departed to return no more three head- 
stones in the J 1 * cemetery attested 
the accuracy of his aim and the folly of 
those who had put themselves within 
* of his gun. 

The first time —s0 far as known — 
that Pecora shed human blood was in 
July. 1881. He had gone to Eureka 
Springs for a two weeks’ sojourn, and 
during his absence left a restaurant 
which he owned in Joplin in — of 
a negro named John Worlatt. When 
he returned he found the place nearly 
destitute of provisions and furniture 
and no money in bank to show for sales 
during his absence. Jake demanded 
immediate settlement in full, and 
when the colored man refused, pulled 


foot. He was tried for assault to do 
bodily harm, and was acquitted. In 
the spring of 1882, Pecora and Jim 
Carney, of Cincinnati, came together, 
and the latter was killed. Carney was 
known as a man-killer and was gen- 
erally feared. One afternoon he 
sauntered into Pecora’s theater and re- 
marked that he had come to clean it 
out.“ He pulled a gun and fired at 
Jake, but missed him. Jake then 
went behind the bar and got his own 
weapon. Elevenshots were exchanged, 
five of which were fired by Jake. 
When the smoke cleared away Carney 
was found dead. Four bullets had 
entered his abdomen and death was 
instantaneous. Charley Thompson, a 
well-known Kansas City tough, who, 
however, took no part in the affray, 
received a bullet in the back and ex- 
pired within twenty minutes. When 
the case was tried the jury returned a 
verdict of justifiable homicide. 

The same year, while at Indian 
Springs, McDonald county, Mo., Jake 
had a dispute with Dick Goran about a 
horse race. Goran, who was holding 
the stakes, refused to give Jake his 
money, and when the latter insisted 
that he should doso, without further 
delay fired eighteen buckshot at him 
from a musket, none of which hit him. 
Jake, with his usual promptitude 
turned, drew his revolver, and _ fire 
three shots, two of which took effect in 
Goran’s left breast just above the 
heart. Although dangerously wounded, 
Goran, after several weeks in bed, re- 
covered. 

While engaged in a poker game with 
a well-known bully in Joplinm 1883 the 
latter attempted to appropriate the 
stakes. Jake said: No, you don’t. 
You will have to get me before you get 
the money.“ The bully, who had ter- 
rorized the town on former occasions, 
pulled his gun, and Jake, after display- 
ing his own weapon, quietly raked in 
the money and left the room unmo- 
es 


_Jake Pecora has traveled all over the 
United states and Territories. He has 
lived in the mining camps of the far 
West and has dwelt upon the plains of 
Texas.

GENERAL DESCRIPTION.

Corn has been raised upon the Maneadero,near 


from the time of planting, the stalks were 
from fourteen to eighteen feet in height. 
Fruit trees planted last spring have prospered 
and some will be bearing next year. Corn, 
wheat, barley and all the cereals can be raised 
here, as can the sugar cane, tobacco, cotton, 
grapes, oranges, figs, bananas, limes, pome- 
granates, cocoanuts, pineapples, lemons. 
peaches and apricots, as well as the apple and 
r of the temperate zone. 
On the hillsides there is good grazing for 
horses, cattle, sheepand goats the entire year, 
and the cafions are timbered with liveoaks. 
The eucalyptus tree of Lower California 
grows to a height of forty feet in three 
rears from the seed. The orange on the lower 
alf of the peninsula, transplanted 
from Spain, is finer than the celebra — 
It is estimated that pineapples will give a 
profit of 8600 per acre. 
The pampas grass, the feathery plumes of 
which sellin Eastern cities for 50 cents each, 
are common ornaments of the dooryard. 


RAINFALL. 


Rain falls gently and evenly during the 
night and is not accompanied with high winds 
and vivid lightning, as in countries further 
north. The fall last year, to date of March 
15th, was twenty-one inches. 


WILD GAME. 


Game is abundant, the California quail being 
seen in my s,also other wild fowl in the 
season, while antelope and deer frequent the 
heads of the valleys. — 


BEES, FLOWERS, HONEY. 


So thickly are the lands covered with 
blossoms of various wild flowers, clover, etce., 
that honey can be produced in any quantity 
marketable. A single town near the Com- 

n shipped in one season 
2,070,000 pounds. The wild bees have taken 
such possession of this land of flowers that 
the settlers will find an abundance of sweeten- 
ing at their very doors. Not only are hollow 
trees and clefts in rocks tenanted, but eaves of 
buildings in town are preémpted. Near En- 
senada one single body of wild honey is said 
to measure six feet in length by two in width 
and over 100 different swarms are reputed to 
occupy portions of the little hill where it is 
stored. We noticed that the hives or boxes 
around the settlers’ habitations had been, 
many of them, overturned by cattle, the con- 
tents having been hitherto evidently beyond 
the means of transportation. 

TIMBER, 

A peculiarity of Lower California is the 
number of groves of liveoaks lining its val- 
leys. These trees are said to equal, and even 
surpars, those of Louisiana.

ARBITRARY FASHION MUCH TO 
BLAME FOR THEIR WEAKNESS. 


The Civil War Implanted the Seeds

The want of health in Americans is 
A gentle- 
man of intelligence once told me that 
the belief originated with the English, 
and it is without just foundation; but 
I am convinced by ocular demonstra- 
tion that the tender and fragile nature 
of American women is not a myth. 

The want of physical exercise by 
American girls while growing up is 
one cause of their premature old age. 
Much of the insanity that affects our 
land is attributed by physicians to the 
want of bodily: outdoor exercise in 
childhood and the precocious develop- 
ment of mind. 

With the ancients physical culture 
first received attention, then moral, 
then mental. The American girls have 
a fairer, fresher appearance from 16 to 
18 years of age than foreigners, but 
fade earlier. 

The loss of health and dejection of. 
spirits of single women in the middle 
and higher class of society are mostly 
from the want of some regular occupa- 
tion, some definite aim, some high and 
elevating pursuit. | 

Alexander Walker says: “It would 
be easy to show that disease, as well 
as deformity, is an inevitable result of 
neglect of active duties.“ Dr. Combe 
says: Inactivity of intellect and feel- 
ing is a very frequent predisposing 
cause of every form of nervous dis- 
ease. For evidence of this we have only 
to look at the numerous victims to be 
found, who have no call to exertion in 
gaining the means of subsistence, 
and no objects of interest on which to 
exercise their mental faculties. 
The intellect and feelings, not being 


with interests external to 


emselves, must either become in- 
active and weak or work upon them- 
selves, and thus become diseased. The 
most frequent victims of this kind of 
predisposition are females of the mid- 
dle and higher classes, especially those 
of a nervous constitution, and of good 
natural abilities. The liability of such 
persons to melancholy, hysteria, hypo- 
chondriasis, and other varieties of men- 
tal diseases, really depends on a state 
of inability of the brain, occasioned by 
imperfect exercise. 

he health of women that work in 
the fields is generally excellent—and 
why? Because of their exercise in 
pure, outdoor air. O, that I could im- 
press on my countrywomen in all the 
conditions of life the necessity of mod- 
erate exercise in the open air! It will 
give women clearer thoughts, firmer 
principles, more patience, self-reliance, 
and stability of character. It will 
give vigor and freedom to both mind 
and y. Especially would we rec- 
ommend this panacea to the considera- 
tion of young mothers. Since the 
hydropathic system has become fash- 
ionable, we think more attention has 
been paid to the general health of the 
body. A prudent diet, outdoor exer- 
cise, relaxation, and freedom from the 
use of strong medicine are tending to 
restore strength and vigor to many 
, shattered constitutions. 

The early entrance into society of 
most American girls has its bad effect. 
The night is devoted to fashionable 
gayeties and the day to rest. This 
accords with the fust and go-aheada- 
tive character of our people, The dis- 
sipated, unsettled state of mind it en- 
genders, the intense love of admiration, 
are certainly disadvantageous. 

American women marry too early 
and live too secluded. Many are 
scarcely out of school before they have 
settled down as wives and house- 
keepers. The cares of a family are de- 
volving on them before they have the 
strength and nerve to perform them. 
One reason that our female ancestors 
lasted longer and had better health 
was that their minds were not so much 
taxed nor the nerves so highly strung. 
They had the full use of their powers. 
Their physical health was better, their 
constitutions stronger. Those that 
had much mental activity generally 
had suflicient physical exertion to 
counterbalance it. English women 
walk and ride more, marry later, and 
have by nature better constitutions. 

The Civil War had much to do with 
the nervous prostration and general 
failure of health of American people. 
The suspense and anxiety attending it 
by the absence and danger of relatives 
the death in battles and hospitals of 
soldiers whose wives and female rela- 
tives were dependent te them, the 
struggle to earn a livlihood by such 
women, who were untrained and un- 
accustomed to work, the poverty result- 
ing therefrom, the loss of property, and 
the terrible soul-harrowing scenes to 
which many were subjected produced a 
a severe failure of health in the past 
and present generations. It made the 
nation partly one of reckless. broken- 
spirited men and prematurely old, sad 
and invalid women. 

A lady of foreign birth told me she 
thonght it marvelous that Americans 
have such good forms when they grow 
so rapidly, but attributed it to their 
restlessness, which prevented their 
being long in one position, so that any 
defect was not likely to become fixed. 
Much of the ill health of shop girls is 
brought on by their standing so long 
and constantly. 

Fashion is so arbitrary that often in 
mid-winter the clothing of a lady does 
not shield her chest. ‘The searchin 
blasts of winter are not guarde 
against. Most American women in 
-easy circumstances are, like hot-house 
plants, chilled by the fresh, bracing air 
that is intended to strenghten and invig- 
orate. The slightest§exposure to cold or 
dampness is sure to be followed by 
catarrh. What traveller that observes 
the silk hose and single-soled shoes 
still worn by some American women 
in the rigors of winter, or the sacrifice 
to appearance of comfort in their cloth- 
ing, can form a favorable opinion of 
their judgement or taste, or be sur- 
prised that so many are annually car- 
ried off by that lingering and insidious 
disease, consumption? Dressing so as 
to injure the health is suicidal. We 
find, as a general rule, that women live 
longer in southern climates. Especially 
is itso after the changes incident to 
middle life are passed. 

The peculiarity of our institutions, 
the nature of the people, the mode of 

overnment and other circumstances 


have conduced te develop earlier in 


life, thore fully an@ more rapidly, the 
capabilities of women than in any 
other country. 

Free air, outdoor exercise, sufficient 
light, wholesome food, and frequent 
bathing are the best preventatives of 
disease. Girls growing up and just 
particularly need 
them. Light and fresh air, in some 
eases, prove not only preservatives of 
thealth, but a restorative to those out of 
health. Dark rooms and solitude tend 
to produce mental as well as bodily
